O n the morning of Tuesday, 
September 11, 2001 an 
event occurred that 
changed forever the way Americans 
perceived the world around them. It 
was just after second period and 
there was talk about a plane that had 
crashed into one of the twin towers of the 
World Trade Center in New York. In 
third period classes, televisions were 
turned on to see live video as reporters 
and newscasters rushed to the scene to 
record the shocking event while people 
evacuated the buildings. To everyone’s 
surprise and dismay, another plane 
crashed into the second tower causing 
even more fear and confusion. In less 
than an hour, the two New York land- 
marks came crumbling down in a mass of 
smoke and debris forming a heap of 
rubble five stories high. As this was 
happening, two other planes crashed. 

One hit the Pentagon while the other 
crashed in the Pennsylvania countryside. 
Very few events had touched so many 
Americans before. The event became 
known as 9-1-1 and students watched 
helplessly as the story unfolded on the 
television screens. During the ensuing 
days, Americans followed the events by 
tuning in to the extensive news coverage 
of the tragedy. Some watched wondering 
if it was their loved ones who would be 
found dead in the ruins, or if it was in 
fact their own family member who had 
been on one of the hijacked planes. It 
was a day where students and adults alike 
learned just how vulnerable Americans 
were. Everyone learned an important 
lesson in life as well. They learned how 
valuable and fragile life was, and how 
important it was to preserve and keep 
safe.

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J osten's Printing and Publishing Division 

at wState College, Pennsylvania printed the 
470 copies of the 2002 Euclidian. The book 
was printed on Gloss 191 paper stock and 
included 48 pages of full color. All pages were 
created using the Adobe PageMaker© 6.0 
program running on a Macintosh G3 computer 
that had 192 megabytes of RAM, and internal 6 
and 40 gigabyte hard drives. The pages were 
backed-up onto a 30 gigabyte firewire drive and 
onto the Euclid server and on CD ROMs. A 2 1" 
color, two page monitor working with a 17” color 
monitor made page layouts much easier. The G3 
was using operating system 9. 1 . An ibook laptop 
was also used to take date back and forth between 
school and home. Most of the pictures in the 
book were taken with a digital camera. Digital 
images were imported either directly from a 
Kodak DC 280 or a Nikon Coolpix 990 or 993 
still Video Camera into the G3 via USB interface 
or a USB Camera Mate Compact Flash card 
reader. The images were processed using Adobe 
Photoshop®. Appleworks® 6.0 was used for 
making charts and keeping track of yearbook 
sales. The color images were scanned by Jostens 
so they could be altered in size. The index was 
made using the Josten's program. Last Name 
First®. The pages were recorded on 100 
megabyte Iomega® Zip disks or CD ROMs since 
the files were so large due to the number of 
digital images and hard copy was printed on 
either a Hewlett Packard LaserJet 111 printer or a 
Hewlett Packard 970Cse color inkjet printer. The 
hardcopy and disks were sent to Josten's who 
stripped in the photos and produced the final 
copy on a Linotronic printer. The cover was 
designed by the Josten's Art Department. Pages 
were submitted to the plant on five deadlines* 
November 5, November 26, December 12, 
January 28, and February 25. The pages were 
submitted as double page spreads. All the color 
pages had to be in the first deadline since their 
production entailed so much work. Since the final 
deadline was in late February, nothing that 
occurred after that time could be included in the 
book. The picture patron option was very popular 
with seventy seven students having their baby 
pictures included on eleven pages of picture 
patrons. Continuing this year was the option lor 
parents to purchase more than just the 1/9 page 
ad if they wished to put multiple pictures or
